Education, 


I have had a circular and tickets at the Neighborhood 
House for a month, The Negro Youth, especially of this 
section, just like many of the adults, will support any 
thing as long as it is free, When the boys are told it 
costs even a nickel, thpy cant see why they are not gi- 
ven a ticket free, A nickel is not much to lay out I 
admit, but to continually hand aut and get the individ. 
ual always in the attitude of receiving and not being 
wiħling to do his part, is not conducive to building up 
a well balanced character, 


There is not a week goes by, that I am not giving a boy 
this or that, Taking them to the Fair and over night hikes 
cuts deep into my personal packet, I do not ballyhoo this 
but it is not fair to feel that those in charge of the 
youth of this ward and city, are falling down, when they 
themselves have followed in the very paths of their aduits 
as is being manifested now by the fact that daily there 
are at least a dozen people wanting to have their children 
taken to a camp, when those same people would not buy a 
five cent ticket for our contest, which we ran to raise 
funds to send children away, Let a free game be given with 
the Eagles, and I'm sure the park will be filled with our 
Youth, Please do not think I'm Impertanent, but I am faced 
to face with this every day, Only wish there were more of 
your type, to take the same amount of interest iia do,
